The correspondent in Paris of 
the Daily Mail credits Marshal 
Foch as having said to the supreme 
war council that there were many 
instances of Germany’s failure to

An evidence of the German spir- 
it the correspondent continued: 
‘*Marshal Foch mentioned an oce- 
asion when he summoned a Ger- 
man commission to meet him, and 
they failed to appear at the time 
and place indicated. It was only 
after strong pressure on his part 
that the meeting eventually took 
place. 

‘‘Acvording to Marshal Foch’s 
estimate, the Germans are now 
capable of placing an army of 
8,000,000 in the field in 2 months 
time. 

The correspondent adds: 

“Tt is desired to make a renewal 
of the war impossible under the 
conditions laid down. The terms 
suggested include the handiug ov- 
er of the whole of the German ar- 
tillery; compulsory reduction of 
the Germany army to 25 divisions 
with machine guns for the internal 
policing of the empire, and oceup- 
ation by the Allies of the Ruhr 
district, which includes Essen. 

‘‘During an important debate on 
those proposals, the further sug- 
gestion was made that, in view of 
Germany’s attitude, the Allies 
should also revert to the initial de- 
mand for the handing over of 
transport, which was modified on 
account of Germany’s appeal of 
impossibility.”’ 


‘She has concentrated more 
than 18 divisions under Von Hin- 
denburg on the western front,”’ 
that correspondent quoted his in- 
formant as saying : 

““We also have the best reasons 
to helieve that Germany is keep- 
ing her troops under arms on the 
pretext of economic necessity. 
Some. of the -military authorities 
think that Germany ha’ - sought 
more material to give necessary ar- 
mament. to 3,000,000 men...Ger- 
man demobilization is a condition 
to our demobilization, therefore 
disarmament is impossible as long 
as Germany does not continue to 
demobilize, 

‘“Allied military authorities con- 
sider the time has now arrived for 
Germany to give up her military 
strength—that she be brought te 
such a condition that she cannot 
resist later, the conditions of pea- 
ce now being prepared. The Al- 
lied theory always has been that 
we shall frame conditions’ which 
Germany will have to accept, and 
that there is nothing to discuss ex- 
eept as regards details. For this 
reason Germany is trying to keep 
up her military strength so that 
she can send a delegation to the 
peace congress for a thorough mil- 
itary discussion of the peace condi- 
tions impesed. On this point the 
French National Socialist party 
and its extreme left wing is strong- 
ly opposed to anything being done 
to save: Germany from the conse- 

uences:of defeat. In‘this matter 
the French government will bé su- 
pported by the entire nation.”’ 

The correspondent says he has 
been informed by a competent Bri- 
tish authority that Marshal Foch 
‘‘made a declaration of a some- 
what serious character at a meet- 
ing of the ‘supreme war council.?’ 

‘He feels,’’ the authority is quo- 
ted as saying, ‘‘that. the German 
are beginning to forget that they 
are beaten. They are apt to for- 
get that we are in a state of war.

From Fred Butcher 
. -—o— 
Dear Friends—A few more lines 
to tell you of the whereabouts of 


our party. We are now in Wood- 
burn, Oregon, enjoying the hospi- 
tality of Dr. G. Butcher, a brother 
of ours, who we had not seen for 
@ quarter of acentury. His home 
during this time was on the Pac- 
ific coast. We started from Col- 
fax Sunday evening, where we 
visited another brother, who also 
made his home in Washington for 
a number of years. We took the 
flyer for Portland, and followed 
the serpentine curves of the Col- 
umbia for 361 miles, at an cleva- 
tion of 1961 feet to nearly sea lev- 
el at Portland, arriving at this ci- 
ty at 8.20 the following morning. 
We regretted very much that the 
scenic beauty down the Columbia 
was passed during the night so 
that we missed seeing its rapids 
and falls, banks of towering cliffs 
its milling industries, salmon fish- 
eries, canneries, and many other 
sights. We were up early to 
drink in the mannilcent beauties 
as they flitted by, and it was a 
scene worth while. We took in 
Portland, with its hum of indus- 
try, its sky scrapers, its beautiful 
parks, its lovely drives, and 
Council Crest, which has an elevat- 
ed location of two thousand four 
hundred feet above the city. From 
this point a fine view is obtain- 
ed. This is the Rose Carnival e¢i- 
ty of America. Roses of all kinds 
and variety are grown here, 
they attain a growth of twelve 
feet. Just now the buds are un 
folding to the spring weather, and 
in some plaees they have retain- 
ed their autumn foliage, and belat 
ed buds are bursting into beauty

ery.’ The river admits of the pas- 
sage of large vessels, and in the 
shipyards here many new vessels 
are under construction. We saw 
ships in various stages of construc- 
tion from those just laid down to 
those getting the first test under | 
power. After two days in this 
busy city we boarded the train for 
Woodburn, a lively city of 3500 
people, surrounded by a mgnifi- 
eent farming and fruit country. 
Fruits of all kinds are grown 
here, small fruit farming being 
at the present time in the ascen- 
dency. Scale is very prevalent 
among the fruit farms, and is 
causing constant viligence on the 
part of the growers .to check its 
inroads. Logan berries sell for 
7 eents per lb. and pears for 1'%4c. 
per lb. From this place is visible 
Mount Hood, Jefferson and Ranier 
which are snow capped the year 
around. This part of Oregon is 
known as the Willamette Valley, 
and is bordered on the east by the 
Cascades, and the west by the 
Coast ranges of the rockies. Last 
week it rained every day, but it 
is warm and delightful and the 
busy activity of spring is present. 
Green fields of Oats and wheat, 
and fine groves, give great beauty 
to the landscape. Land here is 
selling from one hundred to five 
hundred dollars per acre, accord- 
to improvements. Prune 
plums are one of the choice com 
mercial varieties of fruit raised 
here, but one of the strange things 
is that you pay the same for them 
here as you do in Lacombe. The 
soil here is reddish brown, the wa 
ter soft as rain water. Rains pre 
vail here in the winter, and elect 
rical storms are almost unknown.
